Amid the million the goveipment will spend 
this month will be an item of $4,500 to meet 
the obligations of the oldest and mcst su ccess­ 
fu l treaty signed by the United States. 
This is 
the famou s “calico'’ treaty con­ 
clu ded on Novemibcr 11, 179 4, with the Six 
Nations of Iroqu ois Indians in New York State. 
Under 
this pact 
the government pledged to 
di."tribu tc annu ally 
“several yards” 
of calico 
to each mem.ber of the 
Cayu ga, 
Onandaga, 
Oneida, 
Tu scarora, 
Tonawanda and Allegany 
tribes in retu rn for their “peace and friend­ 
ship.” 
For nearly 150 years this treaty has been 
faithfu lly kept and this year 3,300 members of 
the six tribes will receive their “paym ent” at 
Salamanca, N. Y, 
Each Indian will have a 
choice of six yards of printed percale or twelve 
yards of u nbleached sheeting. 
H ard-w orking and prou d, the Iroqu ois in­ 
sist on the cloth instead of its equ ivalent in 
cash, and John Collier, able Indian commis­ 
sioner, ha.s arranged that the terms of the an­ 
cient treaty be 
carried 
ou t with pomp and 
ceremony. 
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W ASHINGTON — The

that Hritish cities are taking a far worse beat­ 
ing than the pu blic realizes.

Of the 16,000.000 men registered for the 
draft, some 6,000.000 will u ndergo physical ex- 
aminati« n. Dr. Pau l A. Neal estimates. 
If a plan is devised to remedy the physical 
defects of those who are rejected for selective 
.service, a vast improvement can be made in 
the health of the m anpower of the nation, Dr. 
Neal believes. 
That will increase the efficiency 
and produ ctiveness of the indu strial machine, 
which is now losing vast amou nts of m an-hou rs 
each year throu gh sickness and inju ry. 
Xow that we have selective military ser­ 
vice. we might as well squ eeze ou t of it every 
ou nce of benefit we can derive for the Ameri­ 
can people at large.
